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James M. Holquist: Distinguished Visiting Professor 


The Department of Slavic and 

East European Studies, in conjunction 
‘with the Departments of 

Comparative Literature and English, 
has invited James M. Holquist of 
Indiana University to present a series 
of lectures. Professor Holquist, 

who will be on campus from 6 to 17 
March, received his PhD in 1968 
from Yale University where he 
subsequently taught as an 

Assistant and Associate Professor 
between 1968 and 1975. In the 
interim he was an exchange scholar at 
Leningrad State University and a 
Visiting Fellow at Oxford’s Brasenose 
College. From 1976 to 1980 
Professor Holquist chaired the 
Department of Slavic Languages” 


Early indications are that sales of the limited edition Universiade ’83 medallion 


and Literatures at the University of 
Texas at Austin. Currently he is 
chairing the Department of Slavic 
Languages and Literatures at 
Indiana University. 

Professor Holquist’s books 
include Man and His Fictions (1973 
jointly authored), Dostoevsky and 
the Novel (1977), and The Dialogic 
Imagination: Four Essays on 
Theory of the Novel and the 
Philosophy of Language (1981, 
jointly prepared translation of M.M. 
Bakhtin’s Voprosy estetiki i 
literatury). Professor Holquist is a 
renowned expert on Bakhtin, a 
world-famous Soviet literary scholar 
who has made lasting 
contributions to the study of 
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The University of Alberta

Dostoevsky, Rabelais, the literary 
culture of the Middle Ages and the 
Renaissance, and to poetics 
over-all. Professor Holquist will soon 
publish a jointly authored book on 
Bakhtin’s life and has helped to form 
an international Bakhtin 
Newsletter. 

Additionally, Professor 
Holquist has published many articles 
on Gogol, Mayakovsky, Tolstoy, 
Lewis Carroll, detective fiction, and 
poetics. Within the past few years 
Professor Holquist has been an invited 
speaker at innumerable 
universities in Australia, Canada, 
England, Holland, Hungary, 
Israel, Italy, Scotland, and 
Yugoslavia. 

While at The University of Alberta, 
he will give ten lectures bearing 
the following titles: “The Carnival of 


Discourse: Simultaneity in 

Bakhtin,” “Discursive Shift and 
Character Change in War and 
Peace,” “Bakhtin and the Formalists,” 
“Linguistic Subjectivity and 

Political Dissidence,” “Some Soviet 
Eccentrics,” “The Metaphor of the 
Detective: The Detective of 
Metaphor,” “Some Distinctive 
Features of the Novel in Russia,” 
“Secret Legislators: The Role of 
Literature in Russian Science,” “The 
Unity of Russian Literary 

Criticism from Belinksy to Lotman,” 
“Answering as Authoring: 

Bakhtin’s Translinguistics.”_ 

The scheduling of these lectures, 
to which all interested parties are 
invited, appears on page 4 and 5 and 
will also be announced by separate 
fliers. 


President Horowitz Applauds 
National Universities Week 


Initiative 


Canada’s universities will be the 

focus of public attention this fall when 
campuses from coast to coast mark 
the achievements of higher education 
during National Universities 

Week. 

The celebration, the first of its 
kind in Canada, has been scheduled 
for the week of 2 to 8 October. 

Work on the project is well underway 
at both national and regional 
levels. 

The National Coordinating 
Committee (NCC) met in Ottawa in 
mid-January to establish an 
organizational framework to 


coordinate activites and to assist 
individual institutions in planning for 
the festivities. The committee, 

chaired by George Pedersen, President 
of Simon Fraser University, and 
David Johnston, Principal of McGill 
University, includes among its 
members several university presidents, 
directors of information/public 
relations offices and representatives of 
AUCC. Special sub-committees 

have been set up to deal with 
graphics, special events, and 

media, government, corporate and 
public relations. (Al Squibb, 

Director of Community Relations,

University of Alberta, is a member 
of the national public relations 
sub-committee.) 

The idea for a National Universities 
Universities Week first surfaced last 
summer. A task force comprised of 
representatives from the Association 
of Universities and Colleges of 
Canada (AUCC), the Council of 
Western Canadian University 
Presidents (COWCUP), the Council 
of Ontario Universities (COU), 
the Conference of Rectors and 
Principals of Quebec Universities 
(CREPUQ), and the Association of 
Atlantic Universities (AAU) met 
to consider the proposal. The idea was 
favorably received by the four 
regional and provincial associations 
and was subsequently endorsed by 
the AUCC. 


Correction 


Folio of 3 February 1983 reported 
in the article “McCalla Professorships 
Announced” that David Jones, 
Faculty of Law, came to The 
University of Alberta in 1973. In 
point of fact, he started teaching at 
McGill University that year. He 
was appointed to The University of 
Alberta in 1978. Secondly, he 
became Associate Dean of this 
University’s Faculty of Law in 
1981 rather than in 1978.0 
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The purpose of the week is to 
highlight the role of Canadian 
universities in community, 
regional, and national development. It 
will draw attention to the value of 
teaching, scholarship, research, and 
cultural and public service 
activities and will emphasize 
university contributions to business 
and industry. 

In a statement issued recently to 
university presidents, the NCC said 
that most activities would be 
initiated and carried out at the 
institutional level. Costs will be 
kept to a minimum by re-scheduling 
exhibits, public lectures, open 
houses, and radio and television 


programs that might normally be 
held at other times in the year to 
coincide with National Universities 
Week. The regional and provincial 
university associations will 
coordinate events being planned 
within their own jurisdictions and, 
with AUCC, will put forward and 
plan Canada-wide activities. 

It is expected that a slogan and 
graphics identifying National 
Universities Week will be approved by 
the NCC within the next few 
weeks. 

In endorsing the NUW concept, 
President Horowitz said “We at The 
University of Alberta now know 
better than ever before how important 


it is to sponsor a variety of 
activities to bring the University 
community and the wider 
community together.” (His reference, 
of course, being to the 75th 
Anniversary celebrations that have 
been underway since last July.) “I 
applaud the initiative being taken,” he 
continued, “for it means that right 
across the country activities will be set 
in place to show to a larger, 
national community the very real, 
very important contributions that 
Canadian universities are making.”

New Employment Expansion and 
Development Program Gaining Momentum 


The following news release reached the University recently. In the event that departments/Faculties are about to initiate 
appropriate projects/programs, the following information will provide background to the NEED program. 


Application forms for sponsoring 
job creation programs under the 
Canada/Alberta New 
Employment Expansion and 
Development (NEED) program 
are now available, say Employment 
and Immigration Minister Lloyd 
Axworthy and Alberta Manpower 
Minister Ernie Isley. 

Established businesses, non-profit 
organizations, unions and 
municipalities can make applications 
for joint federal-provincial funds 
totalling $22.5 million, to conduct 
projects that benefit the 
community and improve productivity. 

All workers will be hired 
through a Canada Employment 
Centre or the Employment 
Opportunities Program of Alberta 
Social Services and Community 
Health. They must have the required 
skills and be unemployed. Priority 
will be given to those who have 
exhausted their Unemployment 
Insurance benefits or are receiving 
public assistance. 

“This is an excellent opportunity for 
the various sectors to undertake 
new initiatives,” stated Mr. Axworthy. 
“They'll also be able to carry out 
projects that may have been postponed 
or cancelled because of current 
economic conditions.” 


“We're encouraging initiatives 
that support economic recovery and 
regional development. We expect 


‘the NEED program to create 2,700 


jobs for Albertans,” noted Mr. 
Isley. 

The program will provide up to 
an average of $200 per worker per 
week. An additional $125 per week 
will be available to non-profit 
organizations and municipalities to 
help cover administration and other 
costs. 

Potential private sector projects 
include plant modernization, site 
development, and energy conservation. 
Cultural activities, child care 
projects, and modification of facilities 
for the handicapped are possible 


public sector initiatives. Projects must 
last between twelve weeks and one 
year, and create a minimum of three 
jobs without replacing current 
employees or volunteers. 

The application forms can be 
obtained from: Canada Employment 
Centres, Employment 
Development Offices, Canada Service 
Bureaus, Alberta Manpower’s 
Special Manpower Programs Branch 
and Employment Development 
Offices, or Alberta’s Social Services 
and Community Health 
Employment Opportunities Program 
Offices. 

Applications will be reviewed on a 
regular basis between now and 
March 1984.0 


Geraldine Farmer, 1915 - 1983 


Geraldine Farmer, Professor 

Emeritus at The University of 
Alberta, died on Friday, 11 

February, after a long illness. She was 
67. 

Born in Granum, Alberta, Dr. 
Farmer had a long and respected 
career in education. With thirty-nine 
years of teaching experience in 
Alberta to her credit (nine years in 


elementary schools; ten in 
secondary schools; and twenty at The 
University of Alberta), she was 
recognized nationally and 
internationally for her many 
contributions to education, 
particularly business education. 

A graduate of this University (BEd 
1948) and the University of 
Minnesota (MA 1955; PhD 1961), 


she pioneered (“virtually single- 
handedly,” according to long-time 
friend and colleague Ted Aoki, 
Chairman of Secondary Education) 
the establishment of the 
University’s Undergraduate Business 
Education program. “She quickly 
extended it into a viable program at 
the graduate level,” continues Dr. 
Aoki, “one of the few centres even 
now in Canada to provide 
advanced studies in business 
education.” 

Dr. Farmer was the recipient of 
many awards and honors, 
including the Charles DeTro Award 
for Contribution to Business 
Education in Alberta (1971); the 
International Women’s Year 
Award, Business and Professional 


Women’s Club, Edmonton (1975); 
the Queen’s Jubilee Medal (1977); 
and the Alberta Achievement 
Award for Excellence in Business 
Education, Government of Alberta 
(1979). She gained the title Professor 
Emeritus in 1980, upon her 
retirement from The University of 
Alberta. 

In a farewell to Dr. Farmer at the 
time of her retirement, Dr. Aoki 
said “Dr. Farmer will indeed be 
missed by her colleagues and 
students, but she leaves behind a 
stamp of character and quality of 
aspirations that will continue to 
nourish the thoughts and activities 
of those who teach and study at The 
University of Alberta.” A fitting 
epitaph, surely. 


Library Science Lectures

The Faculty of Library Science is 
sponsoring two public lectures by 
Maurice B. Line, Director-General 
of the Lending Division of the British 
Library, on 10 March. The first 
lecture, “The British Library and Its 
Lending Division,” will be given at 
2 p.m. in 165 Education South. The 
second lecture, sponsored in 
conjunction with the Edmonton 
Library Association, is entitled 
“The Impact of Technology and 
Economics on Document 
Publication and Supply.” It is 
scheduled for 7:30 p.m. in Lecture 
Theatre 1, Humanities Centre. 

For more than a decade, Mr. 
Line has been responsible for the 
organization and services provided 
by the Lending Division of the British 
Library, work which has earned 
him international recognition. A 
frequent contributor to the 
literature of library and information 
science, he has established a 
reputation for perceptive analysis and 
experimentation in document 
delivery, inter-library lending, and 
citation analysis of document use. 
His extensive prior experience in 
academic libraries resulted in 
studies of on-line cataloguing, student 
use of libraries, and the use of the 
survey as a research tool. The role of 
national libraries and the impact 
of technology in patterns of library 
use particularly within the social 


science community has also been of 
concern to him.

New Word Processing Service 
Soon Open for Business 


Printing Services will open a new 
“Self Use” word processing service on 
14 March. The service, located in 
B-105 Education South, provides 
staff and students with a modern 
facility for the preparation, revision, 
and typing of papers, theses, 
reports, and personal correspondence 
for a reasonable fee. Users pay 
only for the use of the word processing 
system, and do their own input 
(typing) to the system. 

The rate for using the 
equipment is $5 per unit (half-hour) 
which includes use of the word 
processor, operating software, and 
document diskette. For users who 
wish to retain their documents on 
diskette, these document diskettes 
can be purchased at a nominal rate in 
the centre. 

For users who are not familiar with 
the operation of Micom word 


processors, training sessions will be 
held on Tuesday and Wednesday 
mornings. The cost of these sessions, 
which are approximately one hour 
in length, is $10 per person. This 
includes one free half-hour unit of 
use on the word processors on a date 
of the user’s choice. The training 
covers the basic types of operation, 
and will acquaint people with the 
use of self training manuals which are 
available with every unit. These 
manuals can also be booked out for 
home study for a refundable 

deposit of $10.
